However, the State League, 
minus big guns South 
Melbourne Hellas, Fitzroy 
Alexander and Footscray 
J.U.S.T., could become a 
graveyard of hopeful Metro 
clubs.

in gate receipts. Affiliation 
fees are greater, the coach 
and the players want more, 
the referees’ fees go up, but 
income doesn’t rise 
significantly. 


On top of that, the club may 
lose supporters because it 
isn't one of the top clubs like it 
used to be in the Metro ranks. 


A fan likes to follow a winn- 
ing team. Therefore, a club 
has a better following when 
it's at the top of the Metro 
First Division than when it's 
struggling in the State 
League. 


There's a strong possibility 
that Albion or Altona will be 
relegated to the First Division 
this year. The demoted team 
will return much worse off 
than when it left. 

Other Metro clubs will learn 
from this, and we may see the 
extraordinary precedent of 
the champion Metro club in- 
forming the Victorian Soccer 
Federation that it doesn't want 
to go into the State League. 

ut the most sensible solu- 
tion for all concerned is to 
stop paying wages and 
transfer fees that are too high 
to be met by gate receipts — 
no matter how fow those gate 
receipts are.

Transfers stopped 
by Italian court 


ROME — A court magistrate has halted 
ell transfers of soccer players within Italy 
because of Illegal practices, and blocked 


transfer deals 


worth millions 


of dollars 


which have already been signed. 


At the same time police, 
acting on orders from 
magistrate Glancarlo 
Costagliola, broke up a 
meeting of 200 soccer of- 
ficlals at a Milan hotel as they 
put the finishing touches to 
transfer deals. 

Deals blocked included the 
switch of striker Roberto 
Pruzzo from Genoa to Roma 
for a world record fee of $3 
million and a $2.6 million 
transfer involving World Cup 
star Paolo Rossi.

Albion Leyland president 
Russell Wilson has hit back at 
reports that the club is on the 
verge of bankruptcy and fac- 
ing disintergration by calling 
on other State League clubs 
to be ‘honest and stop cover- 
ing up their debts and finan- 
cial troubles’. 

Wilson charged that at least six 
other clubs are in a similar or 
worse situation than Albion. 

“We may be broke," sald Wilson, 
“but we haven't got any big debts. 
Other clubs have gone into debt 
just to save face, but Albion won't 
be doing that. If we took out an 
overdraft It may see us through this 
year, but what about next season? 
We'd be worse off than we are now. 

“A tot of clubs are living In the 
past but the State Leaque wouldn't 
be around today If it wasn't for 
Makedonia and Croatia. Without 
the big support these two clubs 
have, the league wouldn't be feasi- 
ble financially.” 

Wilson added that Albion Is a lot 
better off than most clubs because 
it has $55,000 social rooms on a 21 
year lease, and pays ground rent 
yearly. 

“Some clubs are paying 
hundreds of dollars evary week In 
rent,” said Wilson, “and haven't got 
their own club rooms. | don't know 
how they survive.” 

However, the latest news from 
Albion is a little better than that of 
last week. Firstly, there's no way 
Albion will foid this year. 

Secondly, the players had a 
meoting and decided to play 
without payment for two games (v. 
Ringwood and v. Sunshine) to give 
the club time to take stock, and re- 
organise. Best of all was the way

QUESTION 1 — How 
does the standard of the 
present State League Com- 
pare with the State League 
of pre-P.S.L. days? 

Wilson — “it's obviously 
gone down a bit, but this 
season the standard has 
improved on 1977. The 
league lost a lot when the 
big teams — Hellas, Alex- 
ander and Footscray left”. 

McKay — “The standard 
was much high before the 
P.S.L. was formed. The 
league is very physical 
now.” 

McArthur — “It can't be 
as high. The league might 
be more even, but the stan- 
dard isn’t as good.” 

Walsh — “ The standard 
dropped in 1977, but now 
it's rapidly improving. The 
most pleasing thing that has 
emerged over the past cou- 
ple of seasons is the youth 
of reserve teams.

Edgely — “The P.S.L. 
players think quicker and 
can handle difficult situa- 
tions better.

Bunce — ‘There’s not 
that great a difference. 
There are a lot of players In 
the State League who could 
easily play in the P.S.L. As 
well, some of the players in 
the P.S.L. shouldn't be 
there. However, the players 
are fitter and have greater 
skills.” 

McArthur — “The dif- 
ference is that P.S.L. teams 
have six or seven very good 
players, whereas the State 
League sides, on the 
average, have only one or 


two. 

Chalkitis — ‘‘Good 
players play better when 
they are in a good team. 

P.S.L. teams are better 
organised,” 

McLachlan — ‘‘The 
P.S.L. is a demanding 
league and training is much 
harder. More time Is spent 
on tactics and studying op- 
ponents and the players are 
paid more. The facilities are 
much better. 

“The main difference is 
that State League players 
run with the ball, whereas 
P.S.L. players let the ball do 
the running.” 

Sanchez — “| honestly 
couldn't say. | haven't seen 
any P.S.L. games.” 

Micic — ‘‘The two 
leagues can't be compared. 
There's so much difference 
in the players’ attitude, 
facilities and preparation.” 

QUESTION 3 — Does 
your club want to get into 
the P.S.L., and does it have 
the capacity? Could the 
club go into the league 
within a year? 

Wilson — “Altona would 
have to work hard to get 
into the P.S.L. It would be a 
long-term thing and plenty 
of planning would be re- 
quired. If the club got good 
sponsorship it may be pos- 
sible.” 

McKay — “Green Gully 
has a lot of ideas but the 
club needs to stabilise 
before it hopes to get into 
big-time soccer. Finances 
facilities and support need 
to be increased and im- 
proved.” 

Waish — ‘‘Sunshine 
would have to amalgamate 
with a nearby club if hopes 
of going national where to 
be fuifilled.” (See story). 

Edgely — “Player-wise, 
Frankston is good enough. 
The club also has excellent 
facilities and top ad- 
ministration. However, the 
club would need more sup- 
port. It’s a British club but 
British people don't support 
Australian soccer in the 
same way the Greeks or 
Macedonians do. British 
people are spoiled by soc- 
cer in their own country, 
and when they come out to 
Australia they don’t turn 
out. It's up to Frankston to 
provide good soccer and 
facilities so that fans will 
come to the club. The 
potential for big support is 
there on the Peninsula and 
the club is a candidate for 
the P.S.L.” 

Bunce — ‘Ringwood 
definitely wants to get 
Promotion. We aim to build 
up a team with players from 
overseas and the best of 
the local talent. Once 
Ringwood is in the P.S.L. 
the junior side will be built 
up so that the club doesn't 
rely on transfers.”

The above-mentioned are 
top English referees, and 
Wilson thinks local soccer 
would benefit a great deal if

“We could get top refs out 
here during the English close 
season,” sald Wilson, “and 
they could give lectures and 
conduct clinics for Australian 
refs. They could referee a few 
games as well and our blokes 
would learn Just by watching 
them. 

“The players would respect 
a top ret and that may help 
them realise that it doesn't 
pay to back chat a ref during a 
game. I'm just as much at 
fault in that regard. Every 
week | shout instructions to 
my players from the sideline 
and appeal for offsides and 
throw-ins. | shouldn’t get 
away with it, but | do.” 

Wilson's idea is a good one 
but obviously there would be 
problems. The fact that 
English refs aren't profes- 
sionals, and would have to 
take time off from their nor- 
mal employment to come 
Down Under is a drawback.

Chalkitis — “A club must 
aim high and have ambi- 
tion. Slavia Is in the running 
for a P.S.L. place.” 

McLachlan — “It will take 
planning and the support of 
leading Italian businessmen 
if Juventus is to reach the 
top league.” (see story). 

Sanchez — ‘‘George 
Cross used to have a big 
following, so the first aim of 
the club is to win back the 
lost fans.

“Our situation required a couple of 
top players Immediately,’ said 
Bunce, “and getting them from 
overseas is much cheaper. However, 
the Department of Immigration is put- 
ting more restrictions on these player 
deals — and that will slow down the 
influx. 

“It's risky bringing players out. 
We've lost a lot of money through 
players leaving straight away, or be- 
ing just plain failures. On the other 
hand, many clubs offer overseas 
players good. money, housing and a 
job, but never produce the goods.” 

“We should be giving the juniors a 
chance. Clubs must be patient, and 
not expect miracies from 
youngsters.” 


Bill Walsh. 


Walsh, a former England schoolboy, 
Eire and Northern Ireland international, 
saw the success of amalgamation while 
coaching in New Zealand. 

“When the New Zealanders es- 
tablished their national league,” said 
Walsh, ‘“‘clubs were formed by the 
amalgamation of teams from the one dis- 
trict. That way, the new club was stronger 
and didn’t have to battle with neighbour- 
ing clubs for crowds, as happens in 
Sydney in the Philips League. Of course, 
if one cityb or district had a big soccer 
following, it had more than one nationat 
league club. 

“Sunshine, for example, has albion 
Rovers just down the road, and Altona 
City not much farther away. All three 
clubs are in the State League, but it’s 
doubtful that any one would make 
national league on its own.” 

Large clubs like Makedenia and 
Croatia have the support and capacity 
financially to go it alone if they were to 
get a place in the P.S.L. However, for the 
rest, amalgamation would be the only 
way. 

Walsh also believes that decentralisa- 
tlon of big-time soccer is a must. 

The Geelong district could easily sup- 
port a top soccer club,” said Walsh. 

This season | saw a local game in 
Geelong between Hamlyn Rangers and 
Geelong. Both teams have Scottish 
followers, and there was at least five 
times as many people watching that 
game as there were at the State League 
game between Hakoah and Sunshine. 

“There’s great potential for soccer in- 
rural cities,” said Walsh, “It happened in 
New Zealand and it has to be the next 


step here. Ballarat and Geelong are ob-_ 


vious targets.” 
Amalgamation and decentralisation 


were successful in New Zealand soccer. 


The country has a population of only 2.5 
million (roughly the same as the popula- 
tion of Melbourne), but was able to get its 
national league off the ground and func- 
tioning well. If these methods are used in 
Australian soccer, our already successful 
P.S.L. will grow even more. 

@ Many people may be puzzled about 
how Walsh represented both Eire and 
Nth Ireland. Political and religious dif- 
ferences have led to fighting between the 
South and North of Ireland In the past 
decade, but Walsh did his ‘double’ in 
more peaceful times. 

Born in Dublin, he was in the Eire team 
that beat England 2-0 at Everton's 
Goodison Park in 1950. 

That loss was the first the English suf- 
fered at home. 

However, the English obviously didn’t 
regard Eire as a foreign country, for they 
continued to boast that they hadn’t been 
defeated on their own soil. However in 
1953 Hungary whipped the ‘Poms’ 6-3 at 
Wembley. 

Walsh played for Manchester City for 
over 18 years, alongside the famous 
Frank Swift, who made over 600 ap- 
pearances for the club. 

Later, Walsh went to New Zealand 
where he was national coach. He 
represented that country when 40 years 
old in a match against Australia! He 
made a total of 13 international ap- 
pearances for Eire and Nth Ireland, and 
has coached J.U.S.T., Melbourne, 
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How much more 
interesting would a 
State League game 
sound If it was 
between the Air In- 
dia Concordes and 
the Leyland Hot 
Rodders? Perhaps 
a lot more than 
plain, old Slavia v 
Albion. 


it may sound corny and 
very American, but the tn- 
corporation of sponsors’ 
names and gimmicky 
nicknames is a way of 
boosting the appéal of State 
League clubs.

Wlison — “If a loan 
system were introduced, it 
would help keep prices 
down. When a club gets a 
few injuries it's forced to 
buy players if it hasn’t the 
depth in reserves. If the 


club could get a loan player ' 


for a month for a fee, much 
less than a full transfer fee, 
then it’s saving money. The 
transfer market isn’t in the 
best shape. Players don't 
always honor contracts 
after a club has paid a for- 
tune for them, and clubs 
don’t consider loyalty when 
setting a transfer fee. 

“There should be ceilings 
on fees, but full control of 
the market Is not on.” 

McKay — “We'll never be 
able to contro] tne transfer 
market. However, clubs are 
going to ruin each other if 
something isn’t done.” 

Walsh — “I’m always dis- 
appointed to see good 
players kept out of soccer 
because of transfer haggl- 
ing. The fees aren't really 
that high in local soccer. 
Remember, many clubs 
survive on money gained 
through transfers.” 

Edgely — “Transfer fees 
are too high. A lot of the 
trouble is caused by clubs 
being short of money. If a 
club buys a player for 
$2,000, pays him another 
$1,500 in wages and $500 
signing on fee, he’s cost 
them $4,000. When the club 
goes to sell him it asks for 
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“Many thanks for your letter of 
May 20 and your wishes for a suc- 
cessful World Cup ... 


“| was pleased to get the official 
badge of the Australian Soccer 
Press Association (No.432). Unfor- 
tunately, for reasons of principle 
you will certainly agree with, | can- 
not accept your most honoured 
proposal to become honorary 
patron of your national body, which | 
certainly regret. 


$5,000 — to get back what 
is paid plus a bit for added 
value. When deciding a fee, 
a club should be entitled to 
ask for as much as it had 
paid in signing on and 
transfer fees, and no more.” 

Bunce — ‘Fees are 
highly inflated and a special 
tribunal should be set up to 
control problem cases.” 

Chalkitis — “Controlling 
the market isn’t the answer. 
Clubs want to sell to the 
highest bidder, and there 
would be backdoor opera- 
tions galore. It’s unfortunate 
when clubs set price scales 
— $2,000 if it's a Metro club 
buying the player, $3,000 
for State League clubs and 
$5,000 for P.S.L. bidders.” 

McLachlan — “The fees 
are way out of proportion, 
but half the time players br- 
ing trouble upon 
themselves.” 

Sanchez — “The transfer 
system needs to be im- 
proved. Clubs would never 
agree to controls. There'd 
be so much in-fighting it 
would be a waste of time.” 

Micic “The size of some 
transfer fees is ridiculous. | 
don't know how the clubs 
survive,” 

McArthur — “The market 
controls itself. lf a player is 
good enough aclub will pay 
good money for him, Atti 
Abonyi was transferred for 
$5,000 when he was nine- 
teen, and even though he 
was worth every cent.” 
QUESTION 7 — How are 
the standards of refereeing 
and grounds? 

Wilson — “The referees 
have a long way to go (see 
story). The grounds are fair- 
ly good, although spectator 
facilities need improving.” 

McKay — “There are 


‘some good grounds and 


some bad ones. It balances 
out. The referees are OK.” 

Walsh — “The grounds 
are up to scratch, and my 
only criticism of refs is that

sometimes they are a bit 
quick on the whistle.” 

Edgely — “The majority 
of refs are very poor, and 
are easily influenced by 
crowds. The grounds are 
ok.” 

Bunce — “The referees 
have a very hard job. 
However, it really annoys 
me when a ref books or 
sends a player off for 
swearing, but doesn’t do a 
thing when a guy flies into a 
tackle and nearly breaks 
someone's leg. Players get 
keyed up on the field but 
many refs don't allow for 
this and go looking for 
players who curse for one 
split second. 

“The grounds are good.” 

Chalkitis — “Refs often 
have different interpreta- 
tions of the rules. An 
English ref will say one 
thing and a Greek ref will 
say another. This leads to 
inconsistancy.” 

McLachlan — “The stan- 
dard of refereeing leaves a 
lot to be desired. Refs can 
have bad days, but too 
many have too many bad 
days in my book.” 

“The playing surfaces of 
grounds are quite good, but 
things like training facilities, 
lights and changing rooms 
aren’t up to standard in alot 
of cases.” 

Sanchez — “The ref's job 
is hard enough already. I’m 
not going to add to his 
worry.” 

Micic — “The refs are 
fairly good, but the grounds 
need a lot of improving.” 

McArthur — “Both 
referees and grounds are 
of a fair standard.” 

The topics discussed by 
the coaches have no cor- 
rect answers, but many of 
the answers provide good 
suggestions that might help 
the State League. ‘Soccer 
Action’ will playing a part by 
improving the coverage of 
the league.

That's the thing the 
national league clubs have 
over the State League 
teams.” 

Finding a willing sponsor 
is not an easy task, but in 
the meantime, the State 
League could set a national 
precedent by going 
‘American’ with club names. 
It's feasible for Slavia and 
Albion to change their 
names, and once one club 
makes the break, others are 
bound to follow.
